I have no ac- 
quaintance with him, and therefore have no 
reason to presume that he is not a gentleman, a 
scholar, and, possibly, a philosopher. But as 
the question of his philosophy is not vet settled, it 
is too early to pronounce judgment. If Mr. B. 
shall succeed iv sustaining his assertion that the 
Babbath originated at creation, I will cheerfuily 
award him the badge of philosophy or of any 
_— capacity or attainment which he may 
m. 

Let us now devote a little attention to Mr B. 8 
hermeneutic efforis to show that the Sabbath 
was instituted at the creation, and given as a 
rule of human conduct. It ought to be piaiu to 
Mr. B., as it is to all unprejudiced minds, that a

Mr. B. quotes 
tertain passages in Exodus fifteenth, sixteenth, 
and nineteenth, as proving that a code of laws 
existed antecedently which they were admon- 
hed to obey, and which, under the immedi- 
ste terror inspired by the Divine presence, they 
promised to observe. Toa man who has no ax 
10 grind, no cherished doctrine to sustain, the 
passages are plain enough. But suppose I ad- 
mit for the present that there was or may have 
such an antecedent code, how does aby 

man know what doctrines and precepts it con- 
tained or were embodied init? It is utterly idle 
for any man to waste his time or exhaust his 
energies in sach fruitless research. The whole 
effort is but *‘ grasping at shadows and sporting 
with the wind.” The very best that can be ob- 
tained from it is a theory. Theories are of value 
as incentives to experiment, but unfor- 
tunately for the Sabbath theory there is 
no chance for experiment; the subject 
does not admit of a test, so that it must 
always remain just as airy aod indefinite as when 
first propounded.

The Sunday-school workers in Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Missouri. Kansas, and 
Dakota hove combined to hold an assembly after 
the manner of Chautauqua. They are to meet 
atthe Clear Lake Camp-Meetiog Ground in 
Iowa, and to continue their work from June 27 
to July 4. Their arrangements have been 
carefully made and the prospects of their suc- 
cess are good. The Hon. Hiram Price, of 
Davenport, Ia.. is President of the Committee 
of Management. 


On the 3lst of August, 1870, the Church of En- 
gland had accommodations for 1,365,080 scholars, 
with an average attendance of $44,334, and at 
the same date in 1874 the Church of England 
schools had sccommodations for 1,889,236, with 
an av e attendance of 1,117.464. The amount 
raised by this Church for building and enlarging 
schools during these five years was £1,082, 983, 
and for maintenance alone £1,987,979. In other 
words, this chureun bas contributed in five years 
$15,354,810 to church education. 


The culmination of the revival in Newville, 
Pa., is seen in the increased membership to the 
number of nearly 400. Aboat 200 of these were 
added to the Lutheran Church. 100 to the Pres- 
byterian Church, and the remainder divided be- 
tween the United Presbyterian, r 
United Brethren, and the 
Charches.

The death of the distinguished French 


Dwor, which was announced by cable a day 
or two since, brings to notice the history of 
this remarkable family. The firm was estab- 
lished in 1713 by Francis Divot, who pub- 
lished many noted works. His two sons, 
Francois Amsroise and Pierre Francois, 
succeeded him. Among their standard pub- 
lications were the Collection d Artois and the 
Collection, des Classiques Francais, issued by 
order of Lou XVI. Henri Dor, the son 
of Pan, made microscopical types, from 
which he printed volumes of remarkable 
beauty. The sons of Francom succeeded 
him, and became noted as the publishers of 
the Editions du Louvre of the French and 
Latin classics. Fu, one of the sons, re- 
vived stereotyping, and brought the process 
almost to perfection. The Amsrorse Fus 
who has just died was a son of this Fmum, 
‘and, with his brother Hracryrue, succeeded 
to the business. Their principal publica- 
tions are Monuments de (Egypte et de la 
Nubie, by Cuampoution the younger; Voy- 
age de Jacquemont dans (Inde; Expedition 
Scientifique des Francais en Moree; the 
Thesaurus Lingua Grece of Hexry Steprxens, 
and a cheap edition of the Greek writers. 
‘The present generation of Dipots will be 
represented by AuFrrep and Pavt, sons of the 
deceased. 


It is said that the Board of Trade Trans- 
portation Committee is in possession of evi- 
‘dence which shows that the Southwestern 
eross- lines are cutting rates as badly as ever, 
and it is now believed that the recent tariff 
was made up by the Eastern pool lines simply 
to quiet public opinion and enable them to 
pursue surreptitiously the same discrimina- 
tions against Chicago as before. We have 
not much doubt that there is a good deal 
of truth in all this. Now, we suggest 
that the very best way to counteract 
these discriminations for the present is to 
reduce all the terminal charges at this point 
to the minimum rate. We do not hear that 
this movement is being pressed with the 
vigor that ought to be used. The subject 
has been sufficiently agitated, and the injury 
of the present terminal charges amply demon- 
strated, to secure their reduction. The 
basis suggested of 1 cent a bushel for first 
storage charges (to be paid by the railroads) 
and the abandonment of the switching, side- 
tracking, and ‘‘ trimming charges, will make 
asaving to the shipper of between 4 and 5 
cents a bushel, or equal to a railroad pull of 
100 miles. A reduction in charges to that 
extent can be made without any co-operation 
on the part of Eastern pool lines, and it will 
attract grain to this point that might be 
otherwise diverted by the cutting of rates at 
interior points. In this far, at least, the 
Chicago people can help themselves, and the 
Board of Trade should insist upon the reform 
immediately. 
THE CITY FINANCES AND DEBT. 

It is with no pleasure that we again refer 
to the question of the legality of the out- 
standing certificates issued by the city. Nor 
do we consider the discussion of the subject 
as necessarily fatal or injurious to the credit 
of the city. We can imagine no measure so 
calculated to destroy the credit of the city 
as the persistent issue of ill and unau- 
thorized paper after the illegality of that 
paper is established; and we contend that 
the best way to maintain the credit of the 
city is, upon the discovery of the mistake or 
blunder, to instantly stop the repetition of 
the error, and to take up as rapidly as possi- 
ble the unauthorized paper that has been 
issued. We have been furnished with a copy 
of an opinion by Mr. Jon M. BWL AT, of the 
Chicago Bar, which holds the issue of the 
certificates of loan to be legal, upon the re- 
markable ground that the constitutional and 
charter prohibitions against becoming in- 
debted “‘in any manner and for any pur- 
pose,” beyond a certain amount, was 
intended and, in fact, applies exclu- 
sively to bonded indebtedness! And this, 
after all, is the only legal defense that can be 
offered under the present charter for the 
issue of these illegal certificates. All other 
things pleaded in extenuation of the issue of 
such paper are but weak subterfuges. If the 
Constitution prohibited any and every form 
of increased debt, then these certificates are 
illegal ; if the Constitution merely prohibited 
debts in the form of what is called bonds, 
then the city may become indebted to any ex- 
tent to which the Legislature or Common 
Council may authorize it. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the act of 1865 may be considered 
in force, in defiance of the present charter 
and the plain words of the Constitution. 

To assume that the Constitution was in- 
tended to restrain municipal corporations 
from incurring debts in the form of bonds 
only, and that they were to be at liberty to 
run in debt to any extent in any other way, 
is to assume that the Constitution in fact 
sanctioned and authorized the very evil 
which it intended to arrest. Thus it pro- 
hibits the creation of any debt within the 5 
per cent limitation, unless a tax be levied at 
the same time equal to the payment of thai 
debt with the interest at maturity. Under the 
forced interpretation placed on the Constitu- 
tion now that the prohibition applies only to 
bonded debts, municipal corporations may 
authorize loans, and appropriate the proceeds 
thereof, and levy no taxes therefor, and thus 
build up a mass of indebtedness far exceed- 
ing any bonded debt they could incur. A 
public debt, whether in the form of bonds 
or certificates of loans, or in any other form, if 
legal, is equally obligatory, legally and morally, 
upon the community. The obligation to pay 
is no stronger in the case of a twenty-year 
bond than in the six-months certificate of in. 
debtedness. It is, to our mind, impossible to

Upon the certificates of indebtedness a quibble is at- 
tempted by the name to exempt them from the de- 
nomination af city bonds. This is not correct. Any 
written obligation for the payment of money sealed 
with the seal of the corporation, or even signed by its 
officers in a manner authorized to create an obligation 
to pay, or “writing obligatory,” isa bond within the 
general meaning of the term, Counties, cities, and 
private corporations rarely give penal bonds, and 
oftener give mere promissory notes than anything 
else. Yet in railroad foreclosures it has never been 
doubted that the mortgages in terms given to secure 
the bonds of the Company did, in fact, secure these 
writings obligatory by that description, These cer- 
tificates of indebtedness constitute a bomded debt of 
the city or nothing. 

The Brvxxey interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion, as embodied im the charter, necessitates 
that it shall be read that the city shall have 


power—

To borrow money on the credit of the corporation 
for corporate purposes, and issue bonds therefor, in 
such amounts and form and on such conditions as it 
shall prescribe,—dut shail not become indebted in any 
manner for any purpose to an amount exceeding, eto, 

We submit that the latter form, which isin 
the words of the Constitution, cannot be tor- 
tured into meaning what is expressed in the 
first form given. 

There is something to be done, however. 
There are several millions of these certificates 
outstanding, and there are more millions of 
taxes due and unpaid. The certificates bear 
interest. Taxes are a lien on the property, and 
have to be paid at some time. No property can 
be sold and a clear deed given without the pre- 
payment of the taxes due thereon. These 
certificates can be received in payment of 
taxes from now to the Ist of June. The city 
will accept them with the interest that will 
be due next June, so that the holder of 
these certificates can save on the payment o 
his taxes the amount of interest that will ac- 
crue. No better opportunity can be had to 
pay the long list of taxes in arrear. On the 
Ist of January there was due and unpaid on 
the tax-lists prior to 1875 the sum of $3,828,- 
717. 

The payment of these past-due taxes 
would take up four-fifths of the outstanding 
certificates, For these back taxes the city 
holds deeds of tax-sale certificates of the 
property to nearly a million of dollars, which 
can, therefore, be readily redeemed by the 
payment of the taxes in the city certificates. 
If, in addition to these back taxes, property- 
owners would pay the taxes of 1875, the city 
would not only be able to take up all this il- 
legal paper, but would be under no necessity 
for issuing any other in any form. 

We commend to tax-payers, therefore, the 
wisdom of purchasing these city certificates, 
and using them to pay the arrearages of 
taxes due on their property. Payment in 
that form will have a premium. The tax on 
the property, of which the city holds tax-sale 
certificates and deeds, increases at the rate of 
25 per cent per annum, which, with the cur- 
rent taxes, must be paid at some time. The 
shortest, most economical, and most certain 
way of extricating the taxed property and 
the credit of the city is for the tax-payers to 
use these certificates in the payment of their 
due and unpaid city taxes. Instead of pay- 
ing money into the City Treasury, to be ex- 
pended by the City Council, let them return 
these questionable certificates, which, once 
returned to the city, can not lawfully be is- 


sued again. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The tax-payers justly insist that every ex- 
penditure of money for municipal purposes 
shall be cut down to the lowest possible 
notch. It does not follow, however, that the 
schools should be closed, the firemen dis- 
charged, the Water-Works stopped, the police 
force disbanded, the street-lamps extin- 
guished, or the Public Library shut up. 
There is, we regret to say, an ignorant faction 
in the Common Council inimical to the 
Library from every point of view. The 
Library affords no pickings for anybody, and 
it does disseminate useful knowledge,—tw 
very potent reasons in the eyes of a certain 
class for abolishing it entirely. The sums 
appropriated to it heretofore have been so 
small that little progress could be made in 
the way of purchasing books to add to the 
munificent English donation that came 
to us after the fire. Nevertheless, it has 
been kept open, and has been of great 
public benefit. Complaint has been made 
of the large number of works of fiction 
kept on hand, and of the _ prefer- 
enoe of the majority of those frequenting 
the Library for works of thiskind. This is 
true not only of our Library, but of every 
other ‘Public Library in the country, and 
of every Public Circulating Library in 
England; but it is not true that 
this department is the only one eager- 
ly sought after by the public. More 
than 75 per cent of all the works of history, 
biography, and natural science in the Library 
are out in the hands of readers all the time, 
and there is a great demand for duplicates in 
these higher departments of literature. As 
to the novels and so-called trash,“ it should 
be remembered that the persons who resort 
to the Library for these works would prob- 
ably be spending their spare time in ways 
much worse than novel-reading if they had 
nota Library to go to, and, since nothing of 
an immoral or corrupting tendency is kept 
in the Library, it is tobe presumed that 
those who read novels exclusively at first 
will soon acquire a taste for something better. 

No, it will not do to close the Library for 
want of the funds to pay its current expenses, 
its bills for binding, and the subscnptions for 
its reading-room. We should be sorry to 
stand in the shoes of any Alderman or other 
public officer who should incur the odium of 
voting for such a policy.

Its most eminent citizen has 
just failed to bolster up a Centennial show in 
London, or draw a baker's dozen to it, and is 
coming home. Having included Chicago in 
its list of possible suburbs, we feel warranted 
in advising it to Pull down its vest,” and 
in suggesting to it that, if such a possibility 
should occur, Chicago would be the liveliest 
suburb that WILLIAM Penn, BensaMin Franx- 
Lm, Col. Fonxxr, and the other people of 
that town, ever dreamed of. 


THE ELECTION FOR MAYOR. 

It is understood that the Council Judiciary 
Committee may report to-morrow evening on 
the question of calling a city election for next 
April. This Committee should certainly rec- 
ommend to the Council, in view of the gen- 
eral expression of public opinion on the sub- 
ject, that a special election be called for the 
same day to fill the office of Mayor for the 
succeeding year. Such a reconimendation 
from the Committee will unquestionably be 
followed by the Council’s acquiescence. 
There is, without doubt, a majority sentiment 
in favor of this course in the Council as well 
as among the people. It is felt that there is 
no justice in permitting Mr. Conv to hold 
the office of Mayor eighteen months beyond 
the term for which he was originally elected. 
Nor can the Aldermen see why the new char- 
ter should be so construed as to enable Mr. 
Col ym to hold his office one full year beyond 
the extension of their terms, when the char- 
ter expressly provides for calling a special 
election in the case of Mayor. Added to this 
natural indisposition to sustain the Mayor in 
so unfair a construction of the charter, the 
Aliermen know that the great mass of their 
constituents, without reference to party, de- 
mand their constitutional privilege of electing 
their own Mayor. 

There is no doubt, then, that, if the Alder- 
men follow their own inclinations and con- 
victions of right, there will be almost a unan- 
imous vote in favor of calling the election for 
Mayor on the same day that the people vote 
for the other city officers. Some of the weak- 
kneed may feel restrained by an opinion 
given by Judge Dickey when he was Corpo- 
ration Counsel, and by the refusal of the 
Supreme Court to command the Council to do 
its duty, which refusal was owing to Judge 
Dicxrr's subsequent election to a position on 
the Supreme Bench. But it must be remem- 
bered that the Uouncil still retains full power 
to call this election, and that it is a duty to 
the people all the same that such election be 
called. It will give the voters of Chicago the 
opportunity of choosing a Mayor for them- 
selves. If they want Mr. Col vm, they will 
re-elect him; if they do not, they 
will elect somebody they do want. 
The Council may rest assured that whoever 
shall receive a majority of the votes will have 
the office, for the Courts have never yet ven- 
tured to set aside the verdict of popular suf- 
frage when rendered in a lawful way. If 
Acting-Mayor Cor vm thinks he is entitled to 
the office in spite of an election, he cannot 
reasonably urge any objection to having an 
election called and a Mayor voted for. This 
is the only fair way in which his claim can be 
properly contested. It cannot be definitely 
and finally determined whether Mr. Cor vm 
has a right to the place until it shall be con- 
tested by some one elected by the people. If 
he holds it without any such test, he is sim- 
ply a usurper, and the Aldermen who enable 

im to hold it in this way are merely coward- 
ly erents of a usurper. If they follow 
their own independent notions of right and 
fair-play they will not hesitate to furnish an 
opportunity to test the case. 


PROGRESS OF GREAT BRITAIN IN TWENTY- 
FOUR YEARS 


It is an American characteristic to boast of 
progress. It is peculiarly a Western charac- 
teristic to institute comparisons of statistics, 
year by year, and to vaunt ourselves upon 
our growth and increase in all directions. 
Latterly the English have been instituting 
some comparisons of statistics concerning 
their own growth, and one of these compari- 
sons, made by the London Times between 
the material condition of the Kingdom in 
1851 and 1875, thus covering a quarter of a 
century, gives a color of truth to the assertion 
of the Pall Mall Budget that We may fairly 
conclude that no nation in the world ever 
previously enjoyed a quarter of @ century 
distinguished by equal prosperity.” The sta- 
tistics printed in the London Times certainly 
warrant this statement, and are so remarka- 
ble in character that we reproduce a few of 
the more important of them. The population 
of the United Kingdom rose from 27,393,337 
in 1851 to 32,737,405 in 1875. England in 
that time increased 5,851,610; Scotland, 
598,199; while unfortunate Ireland decreased 
1,166,741 on account of excessive emigra- 
tion. Pauperage also shows a decrease, not- 
withstanding the large increase of population. 
The number of paupers in the United King- 
dom in 1851 was 1,184,453; in 1875 it was 
1,002,475, showing a decrease of 184,453. 
The criminal statistics are even more remark- 
able. In 1851 there were 56,645 persons com- 
mitted for trial, or 1 person in every 485, 
while in 1875 there were 22,125, or but 1 in 
1,480 of the population. In the primary 
schools of Great Britain there were 271,126 
children in 1851, while in 1875 there were 
2,039,784, showing that, while 1 child for 
every 79 persons was receiving instruction in 
1851, 1 child for every 13 persons was receiv- 
ing instruction in 1875. -Thus much for the 
increase of population, industry, and educa- 
tion, and the diminution of crime. 

The financial and commercial statistics 
present results which are quite as striking as 
the foregoing. In 1851 the gross revenue of 
the United Kingdom was $287,599,850; in 
1875 it was $374,609,365—an increase of 
$87,009,515. The gross expenditure in 1851 
was $252,243,685; in 1875 it was $371,640,- 
200—an increase of $119,396,515. The gross 
amount of the annual value of property and 
profits assessed to the income tax in 1851 
(Ireland excepted, where the income tax was 
not then collected,) was 81, 286, 963,615; in 
1872 (Ireland included), it was $2,569,037,- 
535, or almost exactly double. The total 
value of exports for 1851 was $372,243,610; 
in 1875 it was $1,117,472,850. The value of

The above figures speak very well for the 
temperance cause. It will be noticed that 
the consumption of tea has more than 
doubled, while the consumption of liquors 
has only increased from 1.20 to 1.80 per head, 
or by 40 per cent. In 1851 the capital of the 
old Trustee savings banks was $151,388,270 ; 
in 1875 it had increased to $207,529,745, and 
the capital of the Post-Office savings banks 
was $115,787,345. The Pall Mali Budget 
sums it all up as follows: 


On the whole, then, it may be said that the popula- 
tion of the United Kingdom increased in the quarter 
of a century about 26 per cent; that the people living 


as they were in 1851; that they drank in 1474 twice as 
much tea and sugar as they drank in 1951, and 40 per 
cent more spirits, wine, and beer; that they had saved 
twice as much, and traveled nearly five times as much; 
that, taking the increase of population into account, 
serious crime had decreased by nearly 70 per cent, 
pauperism by more than 25 per cent; while primary 
education had become six times as general, 

This wonderful increase, representing such 
a vast traffic, is all the more remarkable 
when we consider the small space in which 
this activity is crammed. We could have some 
idea of its character if it were concentrated 
in Illinois, Indiana, and Michigan, with 
which three States, so far as area is con- 
cerned, the United Kingdom may not inaptly 
be compared. The population of the United 
Kingdom is nearly four times as great as that 
of these three States, and, although the latter 
excel in the capacity for agricultural and 
mineral production and have the vast inland 
seas for water facilities, they cuta small 
figure when brought into comparison with 
the great industries and activities distributed 
over an equal area in England, Scotland, and 
Ireland. Our English brethren certainly have 
reason to exult over the material and social 
progress of the last quarter of a century in 
their tight little island, and it may not be 
unpatriotic for us to congratulate them, 
although this is the Centennial year. 


KELLEY ON CURRENCY, CREDIT, AND CON- 
TRACTION. 

The Hon. WILIA D. Kir has been 
making another speech on the currency. 
This effort, like all that have preceded it, 
shows him to be, in the language of the Hon. 
Bardwell Slote,a P. IL. G.,—a perfectly inde- 
pendent gentleman,—independent of logic, 
the truths of history, or the political economy 
of his country; independent of common sense 
and of his party, which ought to send him back 
to private life by a large majority.” It is an 
idle task to follow the Hon. Wut Au of the 
Wisp through all his false trails, but some of 
the fancies and fallacies of his speech deliv- 
ered in Congress on the 19th inst. are amus- 
ing enough to be noted. Passing by the 
unseemly skill with which this tariff thimble- 
rigger shuffles on to the currency the “sad 
condition” of the workingmen of Penn- 
sylvania, betrayed by Protection,“ and 
pausing only to express a well-founded 
doubt whether Mr. KxLLur needed to go so 
far from home as to father upon Hues Mc 
CorLocn, Secretary of the Treasury under 
Anprew Jonson, the responsibility for the 
swollen recruits to the ranks of the Insane 
Asylums, Houses of Correction, police-std- 
tions, and Foundling Asylums, in the vicinity 
of Mr. KxLLxI's home, we will consider briefly 
Mr. KLLxr's extraordinary assertion that the 
panic of September, 1873, was caused by the 
contraction of the currency. Evidently, Mr. 
Kr does not know what a crisis is, nor 
what constitutes a contraction of the cur- 
rency, nor what currency is. Excepting in 
these points, he is perhaps as well qualified 
as a Pennsylvania high-tariff Protectionist 
could be to express an intelligent opinion on 
an economic questi Mr. KLLxr states 
that the volume of Tégal tender was, June 30, 
1865, $668,910,800. To show how not at all 
these figures appertain to a comparative dis- 
cussion of currency, it need only be said 
that Mr. Kir includes $191,721,470 of 
6 per cent compound-interest notes; $8,467,- 
570 of one-year 5 per cent notes of 1863; 
$7,715,950 of two-year ö per cant notes of 
1863 ; $34,441,650 of two-year coupon notes 
of 1863. This aggregate of above $244,000,- 
000 of interest-bearing Government securi- 
ties has no more right toa place in an enu- 
meration of currency than Mr. Keiizy to a 
seat among the immortals. Mr. KxLLxx can- 
not, produce a banker to testify that any of 
these securities circulated as money three 
months after their issue. In comparing the 
volume of currency in 1865 with that in 1873 
Mr. KT, with the artfal carelessness of 
a SAntrol in pecuniary matters, skips over 
the circulation of the National Banks, 
which was only $109,800,332 in 1865, 
but had risen to $319,621,202 in 1873. 
He utterly ignores the essential point 
on which the whole currency question 
turns, viz.: the purchasing value of the cur- 
rency. It is not the number of pieces of 
pictured paper that determine its worth, but 
their purchasing power. If it were the 
former, the Confederacy would have been so 
far ahead of the Union in the sinews of war 
as to have beaten us out of sight. The law- 
ful money” of the country had an actual 
purchasing power in the markets of the 
world of about 68 cents in May, 1865; in 
September, 1873, of about 86 cents. Admit- 
ting this suppressed but all-important fact 
into the calculation, how does Mr. Kur 
come out? Taking Mr. Ketzzy’s figures, 
for the joke of the thing (nobody would 
take Mr. Kerzzy’s figures in earnest), and 
allowing him in 1865 $699,000,000 of “ lawful 
money,” including the non-circulating com- 
pound notes, and adding thereto $110,000,000 
of National-Bank currency, which he omits ; 
and turning then to 1873, when there was 
$400,000,000 of “‘ lawful money” and $320,- 
000,000 of National-Bank notes, let us see 
when the country had the most currency ; 
that is, the most purchasing power,— 
for currency is useful only to buy things 
with. In 1865 $809,000,000 of paper, worth 
68 per cent, had a purchasing power equal to 
$550,120,000 of gold. In 1873 $722,000,000 
of paper, worth 86 per cent, would buy 
$621,000,000 of gold value. If this is con- 
traction, we will admit that contraction 
caused the panic. But it was an actual ex- 
pansion of $71,000,000 of gold value of the 
currency, and that, too, after including more 
than $244,000,000 of interest-bearing paper 
that never circulated from hand to hand as 
money. 

So much for Mr. Kerzey’s figures: the 
facts tell much worse against him. The 
actual circulating medium or currency of

: $721,000,000, with a purchasing power of 
$620,000,000. Was this increase of both 
quantity and value contraction ? Or must we 
admit the unpleasant fact that the only con- 
traction Mr. KxLLxxN has proved to exist is that 
of his own veracity and intellectual faculties ? 

Mr. Keuuer certainly does not understand 
the arithmetic of the currency question. His 
logic, however, is as romantic as his figures. 
He says that the contraction—as illustrated 


above caused an undue expansion of credit, 


and hence the collapse of 1873. He follows 
this up with a philosophical induction in the 
style of the Pig-Iron school. He says That 
nothing is taught with more constant reitera- 
tion by the experience of England and the 
United States than that a protracted con- 
traction of the money of a country is the 
gure precursor of wild inflation of private 
credit.” Here the will of the wisp chases 
itself to its own destruction. The ani- 
mal that disappeared in its own stomach 
loses all interest besides the P. I. G. who 
shows that the panic was caused by a col- 
lapse of credit caused by a contraction of 
currency that caused an inflation of credit. 
You contract the currency and extend credit; 
you contract the currency and credit col- 


lapses. 


INSURANCE AND CURRENCY. 

We printed a few days ago an elaborate re- 
view of the insurance business of the United 
States, or at least of the 205 insurance com- 
panies doing business in the City of New 
York. Of these, 102 companies are of the 
State of New York, eighty-nine companies of 
other States, ten English, one German, and 
three Canadian companies. It will be re- 
membered that these companies include only 
those doing business in New York, and out- 
side of this list is a very large number of 
companies with large lines of insurance and 
risks in various parts of the country. 

The total risks of the companies doing busi- 
ness in New York amount to the enormous 
sum of six thousand three hundred and 
twenty-three millions seven hundred and 
thirty-two thousand five hundred and twen- 
ty-one dollars ($6,323,732,521). That is the 
amount of the hazardous and combustible 
property of the citizens who have insured in 
these 205 companies. That is the amount of 
money pledged to them as a guarantee against 
loss by fire. It is three times as great as the 
national debt; it is greater than the combined 
debt of the nation, of the several States, of 
all the municipalities, with the capital of the 
National Banks added thereto. 

To secure this guarantee the owners of 
property, in 1875, paid no less than $60,000,- 
000 on their policies. They purchased the 
guarantee at that price. In case of disaster 
to any of them, they are to be paid their 
losses. The contracts are all payable in 
legal tender. The value of the guarantee is 
affected by every change in the value of the 
money in which it is payable. Do these 
people who are so blatant in demanding 
cheap money — money so cheap that it 
will take two or three paper dollars to pur- 
chase what one paper dollar will now buy— 
consider the effect which the success of their 
scheme would have on the value of this pur- 
chased investment? The fall in value of 
greenbacks from 90 to 89 cents on the dollar 
reduces the value of the insurance $63,237,- 
320. To reduce the value of the greenback 
5 cents on the dollar is to reduce the value 
of the insurance fund for the protection 
against loss by fire over 8316, 000, 000, or a sum 
exceeding tho entire loss of property in Chi- 
cago by the fires of 1871 and 1874. In other 


words, the reduction of 5 cents on the dollar 


in the value of greenbacks would be a greater 
loss to the people who are insured, in case of 
the destruction of their property, than the 
total loss by the unprecedented fires in Chi- 


cago. 

If, however, the shinplaster lunatics should 
succeed in reducing the value of greenbacks 
20, or 40, or 50 cents on the dollar, the reduc- 
tion in value of this guarantee fund would 
be proportionately greater. To reduce the 
value of the greenback from its present value 
to 50 cents on the dollar would reduce the 
value of the insurance fund for the payment 
of losses in an amount greater than the whole 
public debt of the United States, greenbacks 
and all. 

People who think of joining shinplaster 
clubs, to aidin reducing the value of such 
notes to the least possible sum, will do well 
to consider how far they are destroying their 
own interests, as well as the interests of their 


neighbots, by such incendiary proceedings. 


It has been very generally noticed that 
Judge Porter, in his speech to the jury in 
the Barock case, forced home to them the 
conviction that it was not Barcock alone, 
but the President of the United States, who 
was on trial. The following is one of 
many sentences in his speech that urged such 
an impression : 

Though they do not venture to assert, they do not 
hesitate to insinuate by innuendo, that the President 
himself was privy to the conspiracy. These covert 
insinuations should be brought from their hiding- 
places, Let us meet them face to face. President 
Grant either was or was not privy to the St. Louis 
conspiracy. If he was, it should be proved, 

Though the District Attorney endeavored 

to counteract the effect of this course of ar- 
gument to some extent by telling a jury that 
the defendant should not be permitted to 
screen himself behind the President, he 
failed to characterize this line of defense in 
proper terms. It was an outrageous piece of 
business. Bascocx’s counsel had no right to 
drag the President’s name into the trial. The 
statement in effect that the President was 
guilty if Bascock was guilty was not war- 
ranted by any of the evidence introduced, 
and the Judge should have rebuked Judge 
Portzr when he made it, and should have 
compelled him to desist from that line of ar- 
gument. There is little question but the ef- 
fect of this sort of talk was favorable to 
Bascocx. If persuaded that Bascocr’s con- 
viction would be a stain upon the highest 
official position in the Government, a jury of 
American citizens would be naturally averse 
to giving a verdict of guilty if it could be 
reasonably avoided. But no such inference 
was warranted by any evidence that has ever 
been produced ; but, on the contrary, all the 
evidence tends to show that, whether Ban- 
cock was knowingly enlisted in behalf of the 
whisky thieves or not, the President never 
had the slightest cause to suspect it, and the 
argument of Judge Porrzr in this respect 
was at once an injustice to the President and 
a deception.

FASHIONS. 
THE LATEST MODES. 
New York Worid. 

Cashmere associated with silk will continue a 
favorite combination for spring costumes, cash- 
mere having lost none of its old favor. Mack 
will be the most popular color for these suits, as 
it conforms to the accessories of the toilet, what- 
over colors they may introduce, and is there- 
fore both convenient and economical. The most 
fashionable costumes, however, will be of dark 
shades of other colors, as biue, green, etc. 
Knife-plaitiog, still so much used, promises to 
remain, at least through the coming spring, one 
of the varieties of trimming. Cashmere suits 
for the street are to be completed by a small 
mantelet, held in to the waist with a belt fasten- 
ed underneath. 

Polonaises are constantly growing in favor, 
especially those cut after the Princesse model. 
Basques and overskirts are aiso coming out in 
new patterns, though modistes insist that they 
must soon give way to a new order of things. 
The Lutetia overskirt is among the latest. This 
describes on the right side a rounded apron, 
while the left falls in a deep point reaching al- 
most to the bottom of the underskirt, and is 
crossed diagonally over the right side, giving 
the effect of adouble apron. The back shows 
two scant puffs, suppiemented be a deep flounce, 
and the left side is ornamented by one of the 
long parasol pockets. A long, tight-ütting 
basque, in cuirasse shape, known as the Aspasia, 
is designed for two materials, one for the sleeves 
and the rest described in the front, aud another 
for the remeinder of the garment. The roma 
sleeve gives a coat sleeve of graceful design; it 
fits closely at the waist, and is ornamen with 
a very deep puffedcuff. This pattern is espec- 
iallv appropriate for cashmere and thin goods. 

Side plaiting, still much used, requires 3 
length three times repeated, and sbirring only 
hair or one-third more than the single length, 
according to the fullness desired. One-third 
more is enough for the fullness which is gatu- 
ered up at the sides in shirred overdresses, the 
front breatiths of waiking-skirts, or for velvet 
flounces. Shirriog, which many ladies imagine 
1s @ difficult trimming to make, is really quite 
simple, merely gathering repeated at regular 
intervals. 

The ciose-fitting gabrielle models will be num- 
bered with the leading styles for summer fabrics, 
though there will doubtiess be an effort made 
for some moditication of the ciose-clinging de- 
sigus for very thin goods. All thin materials 
should be fitted over high-necked linings, or else 
worn with a high corset-waist, as low linings are 
not only out of style, but tend to ruin delicate 
dreases by allowing them to come in contact 
with the ekin.

Regular dress bon- 
nets promise to leave the top of the head bare 
after the present fashion of feit hata, 
worn directly on the back of the head. Stream- 
ers of ribbon at the back and curtains about 2 
inches deep are noticeable on these early 
specimens. Round hats show a square 
brim projecting over the forehead, with the 
sides and back turned upwards, as in the ro- 
veraible felt bonnets. Bonnets with ample 
crowns and coming close about the ears are in- 
troduced for elderly ladies. White and very 
light bonnets will be more in vogue than ever for 
dress occasions, while biack ones will be popular 
for more common wear.

The Citizeow Association can take steps in this 
direction without any conflict with the city au- 
thorities, or even necessity of their knowing 
anything about it. A competent mau can deter- 
mine from inspection of the engine and from 
the Citizens’ report whether any change can be 
made for the better. If, io his judgment, none 
can be made, the expense will be bat his time, 
which ought not to be large. Still, the very bess 
talent should be nad, and no saving should be 
attempted in that direction. 

In view of these facts, does not this extract, 
taken from the Citizens’ report, that the ca- 
pacity of the machine being about double that of 
any previously coostructed, would naturally tend 
or cause the designer to aim at success rather 
than „road like a buge joke. Success! 
Such success has been but one of the macy 
causes that have added to our burdens, doubled 
and qeadrupied our taxes, and nearly ruined the

Various fallacies are rife Parisian 
dwellings, and people frequently talk about the 
ten-storied houses of Paris. None of more than 
five stories above the ground floor anda roof 
have been built there since the year 1784. It is 
popularly supposed that in Paris noblemen oo- 
cupy the first and second floors of a house, fer 
tlemen the third and fourth, tradesmen the fifth, 
aud workingmen the attic! But Paris bouses 
are inhabited by people of nearly equal position 
in society, or, at least, they are so arranged by 
means of separate staircases that the meaner 
tenants do not encounter their happier neighbors 
except in the open court or at the carriage en- 
trance. It has been said that the roof to which 
the éldér Mansard gave his name was invented 
to evade the lawe regulating the height of build- 
ings in Paris, but the mansarde or curb roof had 
been in fashion for 150 years before any such 
laws were made. From 1784 to the present day 
the legal height of a Paris house hae 
upon the width of the street in which it was 
built.— The Architect.

GERMAN IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

OMA, Feb. 26.—The voice of tax-collector 
is neard in our city, admitting no compromise. 
The cry is heard all the time, Our taxes are too 
heavy; they have become galling asa yoke. 
The city expenses must be cut down. Our 
City Fathers, in their deliberations the other 
evening, began this work by cutting down the 
estimates of the School Board to the tuve of 
$250,000. Perhaps this is beginning at the 
wrong end of the horn, but now let the Council 
turn their attention to another big expense, and 
let the matter come before the Board of Educa- 
tion, enforced by a resolution from the Common 
Council: Resolved, That the German language 
be dropped from the studies of our common 
schools.” The time for class legislation, class 
education, is passed; our country has entered 
on its Centennial history, and this farce of con- 
tinuing a separate class education ought to be 
among the bygones. If it was necessary that 
our children should leara German, then it would 
be very different ; but while millions in the coun- 
try speak the English language, and it is the 
language of our Courts, our Legisistures, woy 
should German be enforced m ail our schools? 
Apart from this, what ciaims has the German 
over the Seandinpavian in our pubic schools? 
Our Scandinavian citizens are largely represent- 
ed in their children in our schools. Why, then, 
in the name of common senge and justice, must 
their language be ignored, and they forced to 
learn German? Again, have the representatives 
of Ireland, of much loved Erin, no claims that 
their ancient tongue sbell be revived aud 
taught ie the schools? So we can go on all 
thiough the list of our cosmopolitan eitiseuship, 
ending with French, so much spoken in some 
sections of our country. Why must every lau- 
guage under the sun be interdicted, and our 
children obliged to spend hours and months 
upon a useless study ? If there was any possible 
benefit to be gained thereby, we could put up 
with the expease of buying German text-books; 
but German children readily learn our commoa 
tonge, use it ou the play-ground. io the streets, 
“everywhere when among children; why, 
then, force another race to learn en ahen 
tongue Any other Board of Education besides 
the ove Chicago is cursed with would long 
ago have rescinded this rule—woaid have 
paced a ey ia the vanguard of educational 
reform, would bave made our school-course the 
highest aud dest in the land, and have placed 
the name of our Chicago High School on an 
equality with the famous Boston High School. 
but whose political trucklers ait in Council. As 
the fountainbeads of learuing. we must e t 
our common birthright, “a free education, to 
go to the wall in the face of politica! aud sec- 
tional intinence. It is ume for us to awaken, to 
demand tbat this enormous drain on our school 
funds be stopped, that the thousands of dollars 
paid every year to German teachers employed 
teaching that language be used to build anew 
schools. The German element is well repre- 
sented among our teacher ; of that I care noch- 
ing—let them teach if they are titted for that vo- 
dation; but let as protest against a useless 
throwing away of so much movey. Schools 
we cannot do without; our children must be edu- 
cated, but we can give them an education that 
will fitthem to become useful men and women, 
an bonor to the city and their country, w.thout 
such an appendage as the German lapgnage. 
There are studies of far more importance which 
might be admitted into our school course. 

Let our Municipal and Educational Boards 
take this matter 10to consideration, and @& once 
do as New York has done,—take the study of 
the German language from our common schools, 
leaving it as a special s:udy, optional for pupils,

The leading produce markets were irregular on Sat- 
urday. There was more firmness in some depart- 
ments, while others were easier, The leading cereals 
were chiefly affected by the weather, which was appar- 
ently veéring round towards soft,” which threatened 
to lessen the volume of daily supplies from the coun- 
try, by making the roads too miry to permit the pas- 
sage of teams. There is little change in the character 
of advices from other points, 

The demand for dry goods was reported fair. Dur- 
ing the past week there was a steadily improving in- 
quiry from the interior trade, and a pretty large ag- 
gregate of sales was effected. Steadiness stil] charac- 
terizes the market. Groceries were ordered with fair 
liberality, and were held rather more firmly than at 
the beginning of the week, though quotations have not 
deen subjected to any important change, Coffées are 
receiving considerable attention, and have an unmis- 
takable upward tendency. Saturday’s New York quo- 
tations were fully le higher than the lowest figures of 
the week, and the market here is a e higher, in sym- 
pathy. Sugars, sirups, molasses, rice, and teas were 
held at full prices. There was a good demand for 
prunes, apples, and peaches, but other dried fruits, 
comparatively, were dull, No price-changes were 
noted. Fish continue fairly active, and are uniformly 
frm. Butter and cheese sold at previous quotations, 
and were firm. The bagging, leather, coal, and wood 
markets were without noticeable change. A fair move- 
ment in oils was noted at fully sustained prices. 

Hogs were dull, and averaged 100 lower, sales drag- 
ging at the decline. Trading was principally at §7.75 
@3.10. The fresh receipts were 6,000, making 4 total 
for the week of 83,000. The cattle trade was mod- 
erately activé at steady rates, Sales of common to 
prime grades were effected at $3.00@4.65.

INSURANCE. 
THE WERCANTILEZ INSURANCE COMPANY. 

The case of C. C. Swinborne vs. The Mercan- 
tile Insurance Company came up before Judge 
Farwell yesterday afternoon, on a motion for & 
Receiver. Swinborre in his bill, which was 
filed last Thursday, charged that the Company 
was insolvent, and ite stock impaired; that it 
had been notified it could no longer do business, 
and that its officers were fraudulently carrying 
on business and rapaciousiy eating all the 
profits which were made. A Receiver was there- 
fore asked, and an injunction against the officers 
to prevent them from farther interfering with 
the Company’s affairs. 

The affidavits of H. W. Leman and C. H. 
Adams were then read on behalf of the com- 
plainant, besides the bill which was sworn to. 
These affidavits were to the effect that the Com- 
pany is just on the point ef making an assign- 
ment to A. McCoy, Eeq. 

On the part of the defeodants the affidavit of 
J. H. Kellogg, the Actuary of the Insurance 
Bareau of the Auditor's office, was read, in 
which he stated that the Auditor bad not asked 
him to proceed to close up the Company's busi- 
ness, for the reason, as he supposed, that it was 
considered that the Company was wind- 

up its affaires more rapidly than 
could be done in a Court of Chancery. 
Walter 8. Babcock also stated in his affidavit 
that the complainant. Swimborne, does not own 
the $1,000 of stock by virtue of which he sues, 
but that it was fraudulently obtained by one O. 
H. Adams from the Company, and afterwards in 
some mysterious way traosferred to the com- 
lainant. Peter G. Gardner testified that he 
had examined the beoks of the Company, and 
that they were proper]; aod honestly kept. 

Affidavits were also filed by J. M. W. Jones, 
Franklin Hatheway, W. 8. k, S. Amona- 
son, D. L. Hough, and Paul Corneil, in which it 
was averred that the Company went into volun- 
tary liquidation in June 1875, and had not since 

t 
any licies. 
been ead with 
in regard to closing up the Company's business, 
and the Auditor was satisfied with the action of 
the officers of the Company. Some meddlesome 
persoa, however, had, though ineffectualiy, en- 
deavored to incite the Auditor to bring suit 
against the Company. Finally, the affiante deny 
specifically each and every charge of fraud or 
chicanerv on the part of the officers of the Com- 
papy,and aver that the appointment of a Receiver 
would be particularly mjurious at the presens 
time. 

In view of all these counter affidavits, Judge 
Farwell held that there was not such a 
derance of evidence on the part of the complain- 
ant as would justify his interference, and there- 
fore refused to interfere and appoint a Receiver 
at the present time.

THE FIRE MARSHAL. 
THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

Fire-Marshal Benner has completed his annual 
report, which is a very voluminous and detailed 
account of the operations of the Department 
during the nine months ending Deo. 31, 1875. 

From the report the following interesting 
facts and figures have deen taken: The per- 
ceapite loss by fire during the nine months, the 

being fixed a¢ 550,000 people, was 
about 24 cents. In former years it bas ranged 
from $2 to $21. The losses by fire bave not in 
any one month exceed ed $25, 000. 

In response to fire-alarms, the engines, hose- 
carts, and ladder-trucks have traveled in the ag- 
gregate 4,271 miles, and the men have in all 
worked 640 hours. The number of fires discov- 
ered by watchmen before the telegraph alarm is 
350. ere ba ve been 67 false alarms. The m- 
cendiary cases numbered 72. For this crime 
there have been 8 convictions and 11 arrests. 
Three new engine-houses have been completed 
and paid for out of last year’s appropriations. 
The t has lost 5 horses by disease aad 
4 by accident. 5
